One Cap. Szerlixg (a Scot) being in Garriſon 
ata place called X{{/hoghl;w,and(as ſome lay)in- 
vited outtodinner ro a protected Papiſts houle, 
was by them berray's, aud hee, his Lievtenant 
and a Miniſter kill'd fuch mi(chiet we have dat- 
ly by their ProteQions of Papilts. 

Col. Crafford went our to recover his body, 
and did (o, and kill'd of all forty in revenge neer 
100,48 well proteQed,as others and thar juſtiy, 

The next Sunday, every pulpic was fill'd with 
funerall Sermons,and teates for the death of Sir 
Charles Coote, buried che day before,for he is not 
co u5 like ather dead men, which dying.arc ſon 
forgot, but he is till daily remembred, and char 
Juſily, our want of higg callsfor ir, 

We heard ſome (catcering newes of a bartell 
berwixt the Scotch and Iriſh at Colerazze, bur 
tow truegis not yer cercainly known, T hat day 
ſome few horſe went gut from us to plunder, of

aight on rhe North, part of this Citie (being on 
the other fide of the river ) was an al'/arme by 
ſome ofthe enemies horſe, which charged our 
Centinell , but. our men charging them againe 
with a few foor, the enemies ({-r ſpurres co their 
horſe.and ran, withour loſſe on either ſide, but 
ſome Cattell they drove away from a place cal- 
led Tallyw, ſome 2. miles from us, being the Bi- 
ſhop of Dublirs. 

100 hundred horſe were ſent out under the 
Command of Captaine Armſtrong, to ſeek after 
the fore-night troubler; Alſo a Troope went to: 
Tredah, and another Convoy to the Naas, to 
fe:chſome Waggons home,which they brought 
ſafe, and lefr allquierin che Naas, but brought 
home Capraine Rochford ſick, a Captaine of Sir 
Charles Cootes Regiment, a very vaiiant man. 
Sir Charles Coores death pofſefieth the hearts of 
his Regiment with ſorrow. At chart time Cap- 
taine Sier/ing was buried. Newes alſo, that the 
moft part of the Countrey of Tharmana the Re- 
bells have burnr,as they doe every where, an c- 
vill prognoſtick' ro belly-bufinefle neer winter. 

Alſo we had newes that Lord Hountgarret 
had beſieged Carlow, Caſtle with 2000.men, in 
which,and in rhe Church adjoyning,area great 
number of diſtreſſed Engliſh families of that 
Counrie, which if che Caftle be taken, will all 
be pur to the ſword, and hard it is to releeve ir, 
Sir Charles (oore,being the only man for ſuck 
buſinefſe,that knew all ſecure 7H very 
hardly can they hold out much fear is of i.

Cs Hamilton and Sir James Crag having kept that

were met at Camax, ata kind of Sefſion ſome 7, 
miles from their 2Caſtles that are near together, 
Sir Francis Hamilions Caſtle is called XK: ſanay.,

upon this made what ftrength they could, and 
came upon the ſaid Mr. Dorzxgs and cut them all 
off, being the chiefe of the Sepr. no lefſe then 
30. or more Gentlemen being the chief of that 
name, and having ſo done they rooke away a 
ereat part of their Cattle, andreturn'd to their 
Caftles. This was good for us, and che cruch. 
hereof was avow'd {by a man of credir) tothe 
State. The ſame day Collonell G:bfoz came to 
Dublis, and brought 2 Priſoners of note with 
him, namely one eſby, of the Daxganand his 
ſonne, a Man of 1806.pound.per annum, many A 
larums have they had at Trywm,, but the Rebels 
never ſtand co ir, bar ſtill run. 

Much diſcontent is here amongſt the Souldi- 
ers for want ofpay, and lirtle hopes to live qui- 
erly, ſo long as they are kept without it : No 
lefle due to them then 1000co/. beſides all ſtrang 
caxes 0n the City.
